“As a matter of national pride, this 
bill, which ts designed to make the 
Interstate Commerce Commission re- 
sponsible for the prevention of inter- 
state trade in goods produced by. the 
labor of children under fourteen 
years, or by children between four- 
teen and sixteen who are employed 
more than eight hours a day, should 
be passed. 

“We hope the Labor Committee of 
the House will see the necessity to 


l report this bill out as soon as pos- 


eible and that every Congressman and} 
every Senator will want. to sup- 
port it, so that these children of the 
Southern workshops may enjoy some 
of the privileges of childhood.”

MARTIN, THE MAN WHO 
DOES NOT CARE. 

has not presumed to depict Joseph Martin, returning from 
London, as an Ismaelite wandering alone, is rare indeed. By 
editorial writers from sea to sea he is pen-pictured as a disap- 
pointed and embittered man who finds no harmony nor com- 
pany in any party with which he may be associated, and his 
picturesque experience as a member first of the Manitoba 
house, then of the Dominion, next of the B.C, 
where he became premier, and later of the British house of 
commions, is set out as evidence that he cannot get along with 
government, 

But to those who kno wMartin better a different picture 
is prseented. A man with generous impulses, radical to the 
very depths of his nature, and altogether careless whether he 
isin a government or out of it, bis experience has been a most 
interesting and, to one of his temperment, should have been 
a very satisfying one, 

Po the politician, whose soul is possessed with the desire 
for ottice for the sake of the office, Martin is a constant enigma, 
They do not understand a man able to make issues, capable of 
arousing the enthusiasm of a multitude and of awakening the 
country over night to the necessity for some reform who 
would, having secured election, throw a seat or a portfolio into 
the waste basket without a tremor of hesitation when he be- 
came impateint with the delay or the side-stepping of those 
with whom he had become associated. This, It wever, is the 
Martin temperment, a temperment which could not be indulged 
in more than once by any but a big man, : 

Martin simply does not care. The allegation that he is an 
ottice-seeker is borne out by the fact that he runs wherever he 
finds the game sufficiently interesting, but the belief that he 
places a value on office is belied by every incident of a long 
and entrancingly interesting career. Throughout it all, how- 
ever, he has managed to do one thing which few Canadian 
public men have achieved; he has run true to form, never sur- 
rendering @ principle even for the most alluring advantage. 
And the test of time has proven that most of those with whom 
Martin disagreed on questions of party policy were themselves 
in error so completely as to finally encompass their undoing. 

The belief that Martin is coming back to Canada to in- 
dulge in politics again is in all probability erroneous. If the 
occasion presents itself, he may be found in the spot light once 
more leading public sentiment toward some darge reform. But 
it will be the enthusiasm for the reform that will attract him, 
not the desire for office.

Having failed to secure from the McBride government in 
British Columbia’ the enforcement of the laws enacted for the 
protection of coal miners, the Vancouver Island miners are 
now calling upon the members of trades unions in the Coast 
province to take political action to secure the election of an 
administration which will enforce those laws. The action 
which they propose is the nomination and election of labor 
men to the British Columbia house, something which they 
should be able to do were they to vote solid as, so it is claimed; 
80 per cent. of the vote in B. C. is cast by employees in one 
capacity or another. ; 
~ But before the-labor men in British Columbia can hope 
to succeed politically they will have to apply a little more com- 
mon sense to the situation than they have ever done before. 
With the overwhelming majority of the votes in the province 
in their hands, and with the McBride government recognized 
from the first as hostile toward their interests, the labor men 
on the Coast have recorded the magnificent achievement of 
allowing McBride to secure almost a unanimous legislature. 
This consummation has been brought about not by any great 
astuteness upon McBride’s part, for he has but little, but by 
factional differences among the labor men themselves, Social- 
ists, syndicalists, straight-line labor men and radicals have so 
divided their support that with the exception of a couple of
